Three men were swept 
far out to sea, and they were exhausted from battling 
the current futilely. Bill saw their predicament, and 
without regard for his own personal safety, dove into 
the water with a rope tied to his wrist and brought 
two of the soldiers to shore. Despite his own exhaus- 
tion, he dove into the water again, and rescued the 
remaining soldier. That's something we can all be 
proud of, because all of you fans, and all of the other 
Derbyites had a hand in making Sgt. William T. 
Hinkens the hero he is today.

Jack Cummings of the U. S. Marine Corps wears the 
Presidential Citation as well as other stars on his 
uniform. He saw three years of action in the Pacific, 
and on his recent furlough, spent some time at the 
Coliseum.

The crowd went wild—it was 
Jack Wilson starting the jam! Jack Wilson, 
doing it again! 


This shy, handsome lad, just two years with 
the babe of sport behind him, received the 
plaudits of the multitude! And it wasn't the 
first time the crowd went wild when he started 
a jam. And it wouldn't be the last time, either, 
because Derby fans from coast to coast know 
Jack Wilson for what he is—a fine all-around 


skater whose specialty is jamming.
